Jamie King has fond memories 
of Parliament Oak School. 

He lived Just a few doors away, 
went to school there, played in the 
playground, and was valedictorian 
of his graduating class. 

But King, a town councillor and 
father of two at Crossroads Public 
School in Virgil, is not surprised 
Parliament Oak's future is being 
questioned. 

When the last accommodation 
reviewwas held of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake elementary schools and the 
town's one high school, he felt, like 
many, that leaving the aging Old 
Town facility open with its dwin¬ 
dling school population was a mis¬ 
take. 

But parents were fiercely sup¬ 
portive of their neighbourhood 
school, and the majority of District 
School Board of Niagara trustees 
voted to keep it open and spend 
$1.3 million in renovations, includ¬ 
ing electrical work, an accessible 
washroom, lockers, and upgrades 
to the school’s computer lab and 
library, completed by the fall of 
2011.

Lady Windermere’s Fan a moving, mysterious classic 



EMILY COOPER Shaw Festival 

Marla Mclean and Martin Happer are a couple frayed by a mysterious other woman in Oscar 
Wilde’s classic Lady Windermere’s Fan. It opened at the Shaw Festival Theatre Saturday.

Saturday was a day of 
firsts at the Shaw Festival. 

The afternoon show, 
Trifles, presented the first 
plays by Susan Glaspell 
and Eugene O’Neill, while 
the nighttime show served 
up the inaugural effort 
from Oscar Wilde. 

Take a guess which was 
the bigger deal. 

Lady Windermere's Fan 
was a sensation the 
moment it opened in 
London in 1892, and it’s a 
testament to how timeless 
and intoxicating Wilde’s 
writing was that it still 
holds up marvelously 
today. 

Wilde’s great gift is that 
he explored themes and 
situations before his audi¬ 
ence knew they were ready 
for them, aided by witty 
characters (most of them 
extensions of himself) 
who guide you through 
some murky waters. His 


foursome of classic plays 
- this along with A Woman 
of No Importance, An Ideal 
Husband and The 
Importance of Being 
Earnest - were refined, 
revisionist and undeniably 
romantic. 

Not surprisingly, they 
have all been hits at the 
Shaw Festival. Expect the 
same with this superb pro¬ 
duction from director 
Peter Hinton, whose last 
effort at Shaw was the sub¬ 
lime, surreal When the 
Rain Stops Falling in 2011. 

Hinton is beholden to 
Wilde’s words, but not his 
era: The play opens with 
text across a black screen 
and a modern emo song, 
like you’re about to watch 
a rom-com. During one 
scene change, The Velvet 
Underground’s All 
Tomorrow’s Parties sets 
the mood. The Cure is 
heard during intermission. 
The whole thing ends with 
Katy Perry’s Firework. It 
often feels forced when 
directors attach modern 
songs to old shows, but 
Wilde’s plays never feel 
old. They are gloriously 
adaptable to modem audi- 

So even if you’ve grown 
up on a steady diet of Big 
Brother and Real World, 
you’ll find something to 
relate to in this play of infi¬ 
delity and curious inten- 


On the eve of her birth¬ 
day ball, young Lady 
Windermere (Marla 
Mclean) is informed by 
her friend the Duchess of 
Berwick (a scene-stealing 
Corrine Koslo) that her 
husband has been seen 
making repeat visits to the 
new diva in town, Mrs. 
Erlynne (Tara Rosling). 

Windermere snoops 
around her husband’s 
office and sure enough 
finds a ledger showing he’s 
paying this other woman 
loads of money. Instead of 
asking 'What’s up?’ and 
guaranteeing a short play, 
she assumes he’s having 
an affair and forbids him 
from ever seeing her again. 
He invites her to that eve¬ 
ning’s ball anyway. 

Upon meeting the mys¬ 
terious Erlynne, Lady 
Windermere is more con¬ 
vinced than ever some¬ 
thing’s going on and 
decides to act on the 
advances of another man, 
the weaselly Lord 
Darlington (Gray Powell). 

Naturally, none of this 
is as it seems, but the mar¬ 
ital intrigue as rendered by 
Mclean and Martin Happer 
keeps you hanging, and 
the ultimate mystery of 
just who Mrs. Erlynne 
really is pays off with an 
emotional confession from 
Rosling that surely threw 


early audiences for a curve 
(less so for today’s twist¬ 
solving masses). 

Windermere’s Fan is a story 
about secrets, and how 
they can both min and 
save a relationship. 

As the play’s most 
famous line goes, uttered 


by Darlington: "We are all 
in the gutter, but some of 
us are looking at the 

I prefer Mrs. Erylnne’s 
defence of her devious 
ways: “A heart doesn’t suit 
me, Windermere. It doesn’t 
go with modem dress.” 

Wilde's plays certainly 


go with Shaw. If Guys and 
Dolls is sold out, Lady 
Windermere's Fan will do 
just fine.

Heritage 
rebate 
calls for 
referendum 

The Chamber of 
Commerce takes another 
stab to get a 40% tax 
rebate for private heritage 
district and Queen St. 
retail property owners 
(Niagara Advance, June 6). 

The Chamber is asking 
council again to force us 
ratepayers to subsidize a 
select group of private 
property owners and 
council appears willing to 
go along. 

This time the subsidy 
request appears to have a 
certain urgency. Does the 
Chamber suspect the next 
Council will show more 
respect for tax payers 
money and not for exam¬ 
ple waste some on a 
property purchase and 
then not know what to do 
with it? 

According to the 


Chamber the taxes on 
private heritage and com¬ 
mercial buildings on 
Queen street are too high 
as a result of Market 
Value Assessment. Well, if 
these property owners felt 
the assessments do not 
reflect the fair market 
value, and obviously they 
do agree with the assess¬ 
ments, otherwise they 
would have appealed. 
Information on how to 
challenge an assessment 
is included with every 
MPAC assessment notice. 

As far as certain main¬ 
tenance conditions 
attached to privately 
owned heritage proper¬ 
ties - accept them or sell - 
but don't ask the taxpay¬ 
ers to subsidize your cho¬ 
sen property ownership 
and investment. 

It doesn’t matter which 
scheme or agenda the 
Chamber pitches, the fact 
is, if council falls for it, 
the rest of us will have to 
pay more to support the 
tax breaks given to these 
select private property 
owners to make up for 
the Town's lost revenue. 

Of course the Chamber 


is not concerned about 
the consequences of any 
deficiencies to the Town's 
coffers, which according 
to the Chamber, would 
cost the town (assuming 
they can extract the maxi¬ 
mum from the Province 
etc.) $313,328 in 2013. 
This shortfall, to be cov¬ 
ered by the rest of us, 
should be considered an 
investment in economic 
development - coercion - 
smoke and mirrors? 

The Town's CAO is 
correctly concerned 
about how to cover the 
shortfall - a hint - from 
the rest of us taxpayers on 
direction from council. 

Solution: 

Deal with the 40% her¬ 
itage tax rebate issue 
once and for all with this 
simple question on the 
Oct. 27 2014 municipal 
election ballot: 

"Are you willing to pay 
increased municipal taxes 
to subsidize private heri¬ 
tage property owners and 
the retail sector on Queen 
St.?"

Mark Heard wrote in his 
song, I Just Wanna Get 
Warm: 

“The mouths of the 
great poets, speak but a 
few words, then lay down,

fields.” 

In the heart of the lis¬ 
tener, lyrics of songs can 
long outlive their author. 
Music sticks. It goes deep, 
to the heart: "Somewhere 
over the rainbow way up 
high, there’s a land that I 
heard of once in a lullaby;" 
" The hills are alive with 
the sound of music, with 
songs they have sung for a 


thousand years;" "Like a 
bridge over troubled water, 
I will lay me down;" "Every 
breath you take, every 
move you make, every 
bond you break, every step 
you take, I’ll be watching 

My guess is most every¬ 
one reading this can iden¬ 
tify these songs. Some of 
you even hummed or sang 
along as you read them. 

A study through the 
Montreal Neurological 
Institute and McGill 
University recently report¬ 
ed that music affects an 
area of the brain that acti¬ 
vates the subcortical nuclei 
which is directly related to 
motivation and emotion. 
Music has the ability to 
cause the release of dop¬ 
amine, an essential signal¬ 
ling molecule in the brain.

Its amorous prose has been

A core group of seniors 
who attend a painting drop-in 
class at the community cen¬ 
tre weekly can’t say enough 
about how much the sessions 

And after two years, they’re 
excited—some admit to being 
a little nervous—about their 
first exhibit, which runs dur¬ 
ing June at the Niagara-on- 


the-Lake Public Library. 

The best part of the session, 
they say, is instructor Susan 
Wintrop, who they met during 
classes at the Niagara Pump¬ 
house, where she has taught 
for years.

They meet all year round, 
Wednesday afternoons from 3 
p.m. to 5:30 p.m. “and some of 
us live for this,” says Sherron 
Moorhead, who looks forward 
to the sessions each week.

I got my first set of paints 
at the age of 20, and I’m 65 
now, but I was always colour¬ 
ing and drawing as a child. 
I just love it here. I find it so 
inspiring working with other 
people who are working on 
their own stuff.

Each student is show¬
